The Home Government 
desires the abolition of the Indian import duty in order that 
English goods may be more largely consumed in India in 
future. The Home Government cannot abolish the heavy 
import duty levied by it on Indian silver articles, because 
this may affect the interests of silversmiths in England. 
This is only a matter of trade.. But just look at the adminis- 
tration of justice. The Indian law recognises no distinction 
of creed or colour. But the European Judges do not in 
practice act upon the law. ‘Lately some natives were killed 
by European soldiers at Delhi, Lahore, Ko. The accused, far 
from being condemned to the gallows, were not even fined a 
farthing. This shows that European Judges do not regard 
the lives of Europeans and natives as of equal value. In 
their opinion a European is a man, the native a black-faced, 
cursed ourang-outang. The Legislative Council has made 
no distinction between natives and Europeans in the law, in 
order that the world may think highly of British justice; but 
it knew very well that in practice the law would not be acted 
on. Similarly Mr. Thornton has urged the abolition of the 
silver import duty levied by the Home Government. Now 
he must have been fully aware that the duty would not be 


abolished, but he wished to be generally considered as a very 
just man.

dars are responsible for the miserable condition of gultiva- 


tors? The fact of the matter is that the latter have always 

been in this condition, In order to ameliorate their con- 

dition it would have been enough to teach them improved 
methods of cultivation. But it is to be regretted that Sir 
George Couper, in his anxiety to do good to them, has proposed 
a measure which will prove highly injurious to the interests 

of the taluqdars. One of the bad results of the bestowal of 
aright of occupancy on tenants will be that they will not 
readily pay rent to their landlords. Not only is Oudh being 

ruined by selfish persons, but the whole of India is suffering 

from many evils. The Government should direct its attention 
towards the improvement of the condition of the whole 

country before it takes the taluqdars of Oudh to task for 
the condition of their tenants. - The assumption by Her Ma- 
jesty of the title of Empress of India excited great hopes. in 
the minds of the natives, but they have been disappointed.

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Besides the land revenue, the Government levies 
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such as the octroi, the chaukidari tax, the license-tax, &. 
There were 1,283 municipal committees in India during 
1873-74, aad their annual income was Rs. 1,65,83,520. 
Before the mutiny the total revenue of India was 35 crores. 
The revenue has increased to 50 crores sinse, but still the 
Government goes on imposing new imposts on the people. 
To say nothing of other items of expenditure, the military 
charges are very heavy. After the mutiny the military 
charges were fixed at 12 crores by Lord Canning, but they 
have steadily increased since then, and the estimate for the 
last year was 15 crores and 23 lakhs. The strength of

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is quite unjustifiable. There are three churches which receive 
support from the Government, viz., the Presbyterian church, 
the Roman Catholic church, and the church of England. The 
subsidy paid to the Presbyterian and Roman Catholic churches 
is sought to be defended on the ground that the European 
troops in India generally belong to those churches, and that 
it is necessary to provide for their spiritual wants. But if it 
is necessary to make provision for the religious wants of the 
European troops from the public purse, is it not equally neces- 
sary to do so in the case of the Hindu, Musalman, and Sikh 
troops ? Moreover, the State aid to the different church estab- 
tishments is not given on any equitable principle. Although 
there are more Roman Catholic and Presbyterian churches 
than English churches, the subsidy given to the latter exceeds 
that to the former. This is obviously due to the fact that 
the European officials are chiefly followers of the English 
church. The Government now appears to have been con- 


vinced of the injustice of supporting the church at the pub- a 


lic expense. It is, we are glad to state, believed that in the 
Bengal Presidency State aid to all churches except those 
attended by European troops, will be stopped from the begin- 
ning of the new financial year. We hope that the Government 
will soon extend this principle to other provinces.

regarded by the Committee. In fact the Committee has dens 


more than was expected. The editor refers to some of the 
changes made by the Committee in the Bill and expresses his 
approval of them. In regard to section 393 of the Bill the 

editor remarks that the Committee has exempted men above a 
45 years of age from the punishment of whipping. It ould. 

have been a good thing if habitual criminals had been alod 
exempted from corporal punishment. According to section — 
82 no > Magistrate of the second class can pass a sentenced OF © 
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whipping unless specially empowered in this belialf by the 
Local Government. The punishment of whipping does not 
exist in any civilized country. However, as it has been adopt- 
ed by the Government of India, only Magistrates of the 
first class should have the power to inflict this punishment. 
‘The editor then states that there are three great blots which 
disfigure the present. Criminal Procedure Code, viz., (1) an 
appellate court has the power to enhance a sentence on an 
appeal instituted by a convict himself, if it thinks fit; (2) the 
summary powers given to Magistrates ; (3y the ‘institution of 
an appeal by Government to the High Court from an order of 
acquittal passed by a subordinate court. It is a matter of great 
satisfaction that the power given to appellate courts of enhanc- 
ing the sentence on: an appeał by the convict’ himself has been 
withdrawn. But we are grieved to see that the other two blots 
have not been: removed. Summary trials must have been tlie- 
cause of great hardship and distress to hundreds of men during 
the last ten years. According to the new Bill the Local Gov- 
ernment can empower benches of Magistrates invested with the 
powers of a Magistrate of the second or third class to hold sum 
mary trials for certain offences. It is not difficult to see how 
unwise it is to place the liberty of the people in the hands of 
young and inexperienced Magistrates. In the mufassil a Ma- 
gistrate will summarily try and punish a man, who is known 
to be of bad character, on every complaint. that is made 
against him, whether he is guilty or innocent. It is also very 
unjust to prosecute ‘an accused person for the same offence 
after he has been acquitted by a subordinate ‘court, as has been 
provided fer in section 417 of the Bill.

There is no doubt that there are still thousands 
of men in the interior of the country who are growing up 
in ignorance. The fruit which the partial execution of the 
policy Jaid down in the despatch, of 1854 has borne encour- 
ages us to think that its full development will prove highly 
beneficial both to the Government and the people. More- 
over, it is a matter of great satisfaction that, as appears from 
the Resolution which has been lately published, the Govern- 
ment of India is disposed to promote equally both elementary 
and higher education. It does not desire to promote the one st 
the expense of the other. The appointment of Dr. Hunter, who 
has long been connected with the administration in this 
country, and who is accustomed to hold familiar intercourse 
with natives, as president of the commission is a wise one. 
Mr. Croft, Maharaja Jotendra Mohan Tagor, Babu Anand 
Mohan Bose, and Babu Bhudeo Chandra Mukhopadhya, have 
been appointed members for Bengal.

extremely necessary to institute an enquiry into the working 

of Indian Universities, because we do not think they turn out 
as good graduates now as they did formerly. It would 
‘have been a good thing if the question of the Panjab Univer- 
sity, about which a great discussion has been goin g on for 
some time past, had been also referred to the commission for 
settlement. No one can regard the conclusions at which the 
Government has arrived on the subject of European and 
Earasian education as satisfactory. The subject should have 
been again fully gone into by the commission. The number 
of Europeans and Eurasians in India is very small compared 
with that of natives. The Government would not be justi- 
fied in spending more money on the éducation of the former 
than is absolutely necessary, and in allowing the education 
of the latter to suffer from want of funds. Satisfactory 
arrangements have not yet been made in India for teaching 
engineering, and therefore it would have been a good thing 
if the commission had been required also to enquire into this 
subject. It would seem that the Government, desires to in- 
crease the grants-in-aid’ to schools, but to reduce scholarships 
to students. This policy would do more harm than good. 
Only the other day Sir Ashley Eden observed that the sons 
of the lower classes pay the cost of their education from the 
scholarships they receive. ä
